RULE III. 

DUTIES OF PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS.

Sec. 1. The President shall rigidly enforce 
all rules adopted for the government of Coun¬ 
cil, shall preserve order and decorum, and In 
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debate shall prevent personal reflections, and 
confine members to the question under discus¬ 
sion. When two or more members rise at the 
same time, he shall designate the one entitled 
to the floor. He shall decide all questions of 
order, subject to an appeal from his decision. 

8ec. 2. When a member is about to speak, 
or communicate any matter to the Council, he 
shall rise and respectfully address himself to 
the President, confining his remarks to the sub¬ 
ject. before the Council, and avoiding personal 
reflections; and no member, unless by permis¬ 
sion of Council, shall, in any one meeting, 
speak more than twice on the same matter, ma¬ 
in the aggregate, more than ten minutes; pro¬ 
vided, that the chairman of a committee—the 
matter of whose report shall he under discus¬ 
sion—shall speak twenty minutes in the aggre¬ 
gate, should he so desire; nor shall any member, 
while speaking, be interrupted, except by a 
call to order by the President, or by a member 
through the President, or by a member to 
explain. 

Sec. ?i. Every member presenting a paper to 
the President, for the consideration of the 
Council, shall first endorse his name thereon, 
and state its general purport; and the name of 
such member, as also of every member who 
shall make any motion, shall beenteredon the 
minutes of Council. 

Sec. I. Ifany member in debate transgresses 
the rules of fhe Connell, the President shall, or 
any member may, through the President, call 
him to order. The member so called to order 
shall, unless perm it ted to explain, immediately 
sit down, until the question of order he deter¬ 
mined, and if the ease require it, the member 
so called to order shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding five dollars, or to a censure of, or ex¬ 
pulsion from the Council.

members present in the Council in which the 
same may be pending, and shall, when not 
otherwise provided, require for the final pas¬ 
sage or adoption the eoneurrance in each 
Council of a majority of the members present 
and also of such number of affirmative voters 
as shall equal two-fifths of the whole number 
of members elected. All votes shall be taken 
viva voce, or by standing, unless the yeas end 


nays shall he reqaired by law, or demanded, 
and such demand sustained by at least one- 
tenth of the members present. 

Sec. 2. The yeas and nays may l>e demanded 
on any question, at any time before the vote 
shall have been announced, and if, upon notice 
thereof given by the President, the demand be 
sustained by onc-tentli of the members present, 
the Clerk shall take the vote b.v calling the 
names of the members In alphabetical order, 
except that t he President’s name shall be called 
last, and the votes so taken shall be recorded 
in the minutes. 

Sec. it. No ordinance shall he passed except 
b.v bill, and no bill shall be so altered or amend¬ 
ed on its passage as to change its original 
purpose. 

No bill shall be considered unless referred to 
a committee, returned therefrom and printed 
for tiie use of the members, and 

No bill shall he passed containing more than 
one subject, which shall bo clearly expressed in 
its title. 

Sec. 4. Every bill shall be read at length, all 
amendments made thereto shall be printed for 
the use of the members before the final vote is 
taken on the bill: and no bill shall become a 
law upon the same day on which it is intro¬ 
duced or reported. <m its final passage, the 
vote shall be taken by yeasand nays, the names 
of the persons voting for and against the same, 
be entered on the journal, and a majority of 
the members elected be recorded thereon as 
voting in its favor. 

No amendments to bills by one branch shall 
be concurred In by the other, except by the 
vote of a majority of the members elected 
thereto, taken by yeas and nays,and the names 
of those voting for and against, recorded upon 
the journal thereof, and reports of committees 
of conference shall be adopted in either branch 
only by a vote of a majority of the members 
elected thereto, taken by yeas and nays, and 
the names of those voting be recorded on the 
Journals. 

Sec. 5. Every legislative net of the Councils 
shall be by resolution or ordinance. 

Noordinancegiving any extra compensation 
to any public officer, servant, employee, agent 
or contractor, after services shall have been ren¬ 
dered, or contract made, nor providing for the 
payment of any claim against the city, without 
previous authority of law, shall be passed ex¬ 
cept by a two-thirds vote. [PAw has been de¬ 
cided by both Councils to be a two-thirds vote of 
l he members voting.] 

Sec. 6. When any bill upon Its third reading 
and final passage, shall receive the votes of a 
majority of the members of Council present, 
but not a majority of those elected, such bill 
shall be considered as laid upon the table, and 
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may be called up for further action at the same 
or any subsequent meeting of Council. 

Sec. 7. No ordinance nor section thereof, 
shall be revised or amended, unless the new 
ordinance contains the entire ordinance or sec¬ 
tion revised or amended, and the ordinance, 
section or sections so amended shall be repealed. 

Sec. 8. When a question is under considera¬ 
tion, no motion shall be received, except fo v 
adjournment, for the previous question, to lay 
upon the table, for postponement indefinitely, 
for postponement to a time certain, for commit¬ 
ment, or for amendment. These questions shall 
have preference in the order in which they are 
above mentioned, and the first three shall be 
decided without debate. A motion to lay on 
the table being agreed to, shall place the sub¬ 
ject in the order of unfinished business. 

Sue. i>. When a question has been once taken 
and decided afiirmatively or negatively, it shall 
be in order for any member who may have voted 
in the majority to move for reconsideration, 
but no motion for reconsideration shall be in 
order uhless made on the day on which the vote 
may have been taken, or the next subsequent 
meeting thereto , and before final action of both 
Councils may have placed the matter voted 
upon beyond recall; and if, before the motion 
to reconsider be made, the action to ho consid¬ 
ered shall have been communicated to the other 
Council, the motion shall betorecall and recon¬ 
sider, and if the motion shall be agreed to, t lie 
Clerk shall inform the other Council thereof, 
and the papers in connection therewith shall 
then be returned for further action to the Coun¬ 
cil in which the motion to reconsider was made; 
provided, the other Council shall have taken 
no action <m such subject. In ease of a tie 
vote, none but a member voting in the nega¬ 
tive shall make a motion to rec insider. A 
motion to reconsider shall take precedence 
of all other questions, except a motion to ad¬ 
journ, and no member shall speak on the 
question more than once, or for a longer time 
than five minutes, no second motion to recon¬ 
sider any question shall be entertained. 

Sk<\ 10. A call for the previous question, if 
sustained by five members, shall he put to vote 
without debate, and if ordered by a majority 
of the members present, it shall cut off all fur¬ 
ther amendments or debate. 

Sec. 11. No rule shall be suspended but by 
an afilrmatlve vote of three-fifths of the mem. 
hers present, and such vote shall be taken 
without debate. 

Six:. 12. When a blank is to be filled, the 
question shall be first, taken on the largest sum, 
t he greatest, number and 1 be most distant date. 

Skc fit A motion of adjournment shall al¬ 
ways be In order, except while a member has 
the floor, or when Council is voting on any 
question, or when, in a call tor the previous 


question, the main question shall have been or¬ 
dered to be now put, and shall be decided with¬ 
out debate. 

RULE V. 

It KOI CROC A U DUTIES Ob’ COUNCILS. 

Section l. Communication with other 
Council shall be through the Clerk, or through 
the President, or through some member ap¬ 
pointed by him. 

Sec. 2. This Council will transmit to the 
other, all papers, letters, memorials and re¬ 
monstrances on which any ordinance or reso¬ 
lution shall be founded; but petitions, remon¬ 
strances and other matters referred by this 
Council to a standing committee without ob¬ 
jection, shall go at once to such committee, 
without being sent to the other Council for 
concurrence in such reference. 

Sec. 3. If any ordinance or resolution passed 
by one Council shall be amended by the other, 
and such amendment should not be concurred 
in by the Council first acting thereon, it may 
be icceded from or insisted on by 1 lie Council 
in which such amendment was made, and in 
the latter case, and also in case an ordinance 
or resolution passed by one Council should be 
non-con curved in or laid on the table by the 
other (due notice of which action shall in all 
cases be given), a Committee of Conference, 
composed of throe members from each Coun¬ 
cil, shall be appointed for the purpose of effect¬ 
ing a union of action by the two Councils, 
which committee shall report to their respect¬ 
ive Councils, and such reports shall be signed 
by a majority of the members from each 
branch, and the question of adopting their re¬ 
ports shall be decided without debate, except 
by members of the committee. 

Sec. 4. After the other Council shall have 
adhered to their disagreement to any ordin¬ 
ance or resolution passed by t his Council, the 
I same shall be considered as negatived, and 
i si tall not be revived in this Council. 

RULE VI. 

COMMITTEES. 

Section 1. The Presidents of Councils shall 
appoint jointly the standing committees. Tn 
all the committees the Common Council shall 
predominate in numbers. 

Skc. 2. The person first named on special 
committee shall be chairman thereof, and such 
committees shall report in the Council where 
raised. 

Skc. ,‘i. All reports from committees shall be 
in writing, signed by the chairman and clerk 
thereof, and the papers referred shall be re¬ 
turned with the report. Nothing in this rule 
shall be construed to prevent the introduction 
of minority reports. 
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Sjbc. 4. The Presidents of Councils shall be 
ex-officio members of all standing committees. 

Sec. 5. No Committee of Council shall sit at. 
any time when either branch of Councils is in 
session, unless by special leave of Councils, 

Sec. 6. The Rules of Councils, as far as ap¬ 
plicable, shall govern all committees of Coun¬ 
cil. 

RULE VII. 

COMMITTEE OF THE VVJIOJ.E. 

Section 1. Council may, on met ion, resolve 
itself into a Committee of the Whole, where¬ 
upon the President, having first appointed a 
chairman, shall leave the chair, possessing 
then the same privileges as other members. 

Sec. 2. When the Committee rises, the 
Chairman shall report their action to Councils, 
which report only shall be journalized. 

Sec, 3, The Rules of Council shall prevail 
in Committee of the Whole, but the yeas and 
nays shall not be called therein. 

HULK VIII. 

JOINT SESSION.

ceedings, but record the vote, each of his own 
branch only. 

Sec. 4. The joint session shall be terminated 
at any time, on a vote to that effect by either 
branch, whereupon the Select Council may 
retire. 

No final affirmative action of such 
joint session shall be valid and effectual until 
ratified by each branch in its own chamber, and 
a vote upon the question of ratification shall be 
taken immediately upon the adjournment of 
fiiejoint session without debate.

Ills career as a public man was always above 
suspicion and he was looked upon by all who 
knew him as the soul of honor. 

He was a man of great philantlirophy and 
charity and in aquictand unostentatious man¬ 
ner he ministered to the needy and helpless, 
many who have been assisted from his bounty 
will rise up to call the name of Junior Tilylor 
blessed. 

He was a model husband and father and ids 
domestic life was peculiarly sweet and happy, 
it was within the sacred precincts of Ills home 















































that he found his greatest happiness and en¬ 
joyment.

Dear Sir: 

* In compliance with your verbal order 
of September 1st, to visit the Stock Markets 
of the city of Chicago, I left this city on Sep- 

1 tember 4th, reaching the city of Chicago on 
the following morning, and in that city I ex¬ 
pended three days of time; during all of which 
I was engaged in executing the orders you 
had given me, in making a careful examination 
so far as opportunlny allowed me, of the stock 
that Is slaughtered in the houses ot Armour 
A Co. and swift ifc Co. who an* the largest deal¬ 
ers In cattle in the west or northwest, As a 
brief summary of what I saw, I beg to report 
first: that on my arrival at the city of Chicago I 
started at once to the Union Stock Yards; short¬ 
ly before I started for this place I was advised 
that a large number of what are known as 
“scab”stoCK, or otherwise known as thin or poor 
I stock, were in the yard. Upon my arrival at this 
place I found some sixty animals confined 
in what was called a “gathering pen;” out of 
! this number I found three animals affected with 
i cancerous trouble, known as|lump-jaw; and also 
1 one animal afflicted with a disease which is 
; known as “mange,” which is a disease sini liar to 

; that of itch. While looking at them a gentlemen 



























let them out of the pen and informed me that 
they were going to “Amour’s” canning estab¬ 
lishment. After this I went through these 
yards making an examination, and ! found 
five animals afflicted with cancerous affection; 
these were located in various pens within the 
inelosure of the yard. I was advised that 
there had been a run that day of 11,000 cattle, 
by a “run” I mean that this number of cattle 
had been delivered to, or were within the en¬ 
closure of the yard. So far as I had opportun¬ 
ity of observing the crippled cattle, J do not 
recall seeing any of them pass over what is 
known as the chute or viaduct, r did see 
bruised cattle there, but cannot say that they 
were bruised so as to affect very seriously their 
market value, or their wholesome ness, provi¬ 
ded the injured parts should either be properly 
treated or wholly excluded, and the animal 
slaughtered at once. This was the extent of 
my first day’s investigation of the subject 
matter of my visit. 

On the second day 1 resumed my investiga¬ 
tion, and during that day X saw and examined 
what is known as the Packing Company, tor 
which hogs were killedexclusivel> and packed 
for consumption, both in Hie local and foreign 
markets; that is to say, markets outside of the 
city of. Chicago. The animals slaughtered 
while I was present were in excellent condi¬ 
tion and perfectly healthy, so far as I could see, 
and were of a grade known as heavy packing 
hogs. 

The next packing company visited was 
Swift’s, just outside of the union stock yards, 
and connected therewith by a chute or via¬ 
duct. They were slaughtering cattle and sheep 
there: the cattle were of a very fair quality: one 
black steer had a small lump on its jaw, from 
a cursory examination I could not tell whether 
it was swelled from an accident or whether it 
was cancerous affection! Some of these ani¬ 
mals were somewhat bruised; upon inquiry,one 
of the gentlemen told me that the bruised parts 
were sent to the canning establishment. He 
also informed me that that day they had 
killed 1,200 head of cattle. I watched the pro¬ 
cess of the kilting of the cattle and found this 
to be their mode: The animal was driven into 
a shed and knocked down by a man with an 
iron hammer, then a gate was lifted and the 
animal dropped out on a platform where there 
was a man who stuck and bled it. another 
man skinned its head and cut it off, the ani¬ 
mal was then taken up by machinery by the 
hind limbs and passed down along a railroad 
to the dressers, it was there dressed and cut in 
half; any bruises on it were washed out with 
hot water as far as possible and the rest sent 
into t he cooling room contigioustothe dressing 
room, It was then tabbed and marked and 
loaded In the refrigerator cars for shipment. 
During this entire time I never saw an inspec¬ 
tor of any kind for the purpose of condemna 
tion; from the time I first made the inspection 
of the cattle at the place where I described 
them as being first until the time I saw them 
in the dressing room or placed in the refrigera¬ 
tor car, I saw no person who seemed to have 
charge of these cattle for inspection; and as a 
matter of fact, so far as I could learn, diseased 
cattle were slaughtered, dressed and shipped; 
as there was no inspector, there was, therefore, 
no condemnation of any cattle, or any part 
thereof. The only persons who seemed to have 
the position of inspectors were four inen'whose 
duty it was to inspect the “brand” of the 
cattle, and the object of that was to see 
that the cattle belonged to one person, who 
had the right of a certain brand, should not 
be mixed with another having a different 


brand; the object being, so far as I understand 
it, simply for the protection of the owners of 
the catlie, instead of protecting the public 
health and protecting the market from the 
sale of diseased and unwholesome meat. 

Another person who was called a “Shrink" 
age” inspector, whose duty seemed to be mere¬ 
ly the passing of cattle that were maimed, 
broken ribs, or something of that kind, and 
for such, deducted from such injured cattle 
$5.00 from the market value. All ot the sheep 
that I saw at that place seemed to be sound 
and in good condition. 

Starting in the stock yards in the inside of 
the inclosure, and running to the packing 
houses just- outside, there are several chutes or 
viaducts, over which the animals are taken to 
the slaughter houses; at the exits there are sev¬ 
eral pens into which the animals are put be¬ 
fore being driven to the slaughter house; a gen¬ 
tleman intorined me that they belonged to 
“Armour,” I stopped at tills place some two 
hours, and examined every animal as it was 
driven by. While watching the animals I no¬ 
ticed one short-horned red and white heiter 
‘with a white star on its forehead, weighing 
about 900 pounds, with a very bad case of 
swelled or cancerous jaw; the swelling extended 
partly down the animal’s neck and was dis¬ 
charging matter freely. I also saw at the same 
time a brinclie steer with its jaw raw for quite 
a space, from cancerous affection, from which 
there was a free discharge of matter. These 
two animals were taken into the slaughter 
house, I did not see them slaughtered nor did 
I see them returned. This was openly and 
publicly done; there seemed to be no conceal¬ 
ment or secrecy about it; no one paid any at¬ 
tention to me or made any inquiry as to who I 
was. 

On the third day I went with one of Swift’s 
men and one of Armour’s, who were purchas¬ 
ing sheep. And they bought nothing but good 
sheep. There were some scabs beep in the 
yard but they rejected them. 

I beg leave to report to you, as my conclusion 
of the whole matter of the investigation that I 
made, that there is no inspection of any kind 
from the time the cattle are enclosed in the 
yard until they are put in the refrigerator car, 
hence, there is no precaution taken against 
diseased and unwholesome meat being placed 
in those cars and shipped toother markets; 
there is no condemnation, so far as my obser¬ 
vation extended, of any of these cattle from 
the time they are once in the enclosure until 
they are prepared for the market; in my opin¬ 
ion there Is absolutely no precaution taken* 
From what T saw it Is clear that diseased meat 
is intermixed with good meat without any 
chance of being detected after once shipped, 
and so long as this system is continued by 
these large dealers, so long may we expect that 
our markets will be more or less subject to the 
sale of meat wholly unfit for domestic pur¬ 
poses. As the markets of the world are open 
to these large establishments; it is of the first 
importance that the utmost care should be 
taken at the place of their slaughtering, and 
until this is done it would seem rutile to hope 
for any remedy. 

Looking to the protection of the public, it 
seems to me, nothing short of legislation, 
which will either prohibit the introduction and 
sale of meat slaughtered, dressed and prepared 
for shipment in other states, without a pre¬ 
vious thorough inspection, duly certified by 
some recognized ana responsible authority, or 
requiring them to be inspected on hoof within 
the state in which they are oll'ered for sale, 
will give to our people that protection to which 








































they are justly entitled, from the sale of meat 
liable to be wholly unfit for consumption.

Dear Sir : 

I am in receipt of your favor of the 14th 
inst, inclosing the report of George W. McCut¬ 
cheon, Esq, Inspector of Meat and Miik for 
this city, and asking to be advised as to the 
action to betaken by your department toover- 
come the trouble, and relieve the public from 
the peril incident to the work charged upon 
the parties in Chicago. 

The report of Mr. McCutcheon certainly 
shows the danger to which persons are sub¬ 
jected by consuming meat, the character of 
which is wholly unknown, by reason of a failure 
to iiave the cattle properly inspected before be¬ 
ing slaughtered; and I gather from his state¬ 
ments and conclusions,t hat there cau be no safe¬ 
ty and protection afforded, without there being 
such inspection before slaughtering. It seems 
thatufter such slaughtering, dressing and cool¬ 
ing, detection is rendered almost impossible. 

In this condition, is there power, under the 
law, to prevent the introduction of this meat 
In our market, or to remedy the evil as it i 

The Charter of the City of Pittsburgh clothes 
the corporation with ‘‘power within Its limits 
to prevent injury and annoyance from any¬ 
thing dangerous, offensive or unhealty; to pro¬ 
vide for the safety, preserve the health,pro¬ 
mote the prosperity, comfort and convenience 
of the corporation and the inhabitants there¬ 
of.” * 

The power Is conferred upon the corporation 
to pass all ordinances which may be necessary 
to carryout all the authority conferred. No 
ordinance, broad enough hi its scope to reach 
and remedy the evil complained of, has been 
passed by Councils,-nor, as I view the law, can 
such be done under existing statutes. 

By an Act of Assembly passed in 1872 it is 
enacted: 

“The Meat Inspector for the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh is hereby authorized to bring suit, in Hie 
name of the Board of Health of the City ot Pitts¬ 
burgh, before the Mayor, Deputy Mayor or ■ 
Alderman in the City of Pittsburgh, for the j 


violation of any of the provisions of the law re¬ 
lative to the sale within the limits of said city 
of any emaciated, tainted, putrid, decayed, 
decaying, unwholesome or diseased meat; and 
he shall also have power and authority to con¬ 
demn and confiscate all maimed and diseased 
animals, also any that may be too young or 
unfit for food; and it shall be unlawful lor any 
person or persons to expose the meat or flesh 
of such animals for sale after such condemna¬ 
tion, under penalty of not less than five nor 
more than five hundred dollars for each and 
every violation thereof.” 

“The exposure to sale after such condemna¬ 
tion ofany emaciated, tainted, putrid, decayed, 
decaying, unwholesome, or diseased meat, or 
of any maimed or diseased animal or animals 
too young to be fit for food, shall be and is 
hereby declared to be a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof the person so offending 
shall be fined not less than twenty-five or more 
than five hundred dollars, or imprisoned in 
the county workhouse not more than three 
months, or either or both, at the discretion of 
the Court.” 

It will thus be seen that there exists ample 
authority, within the city, to protect the pub¬ 
lic health, and to punish, by fine, persons en¬ 
gaged in selling unwholesome meat, and like¬ 
wise to condemn and confiscate maimed or 
diseased animals. Unfortunately however, 
this does not reach the vital trouble. We can¬ 
not control theaction of t he authorities, owners 
and dealers of Chicago. The prevention of t he 
trouble, In its incipiency, lies/within tbeir 
grasp. Thorough inspection, coupled with 
courage enough to condemn diseased cattle 
when found, would render imposition impossi¬ 
ble, or at least would go a great way toward 
furnishing relief and remedy. 

But no chance in given here to inspect when 
the cattle are killed, cooled and placed in the 
refrigerator ear, I am told detection of disease 
isalinost impossible. When such meat reaches 
our city, whether in can or car, the most ex¬ 
pert person may be battled-. 

The Inspector in this city can only proceed 
when he knows of the sale of such diseased or 
unwholesome meat,or has reason to know and 
believe. 

The remedy for the trouble, it seems to ine, 
lies in additional state legislation, I have no 
doubt of the power of our legislature to pro¬ 
vide a remedy. It may be in requiring all cat¬ 
tle intended for use in tills market, or within 
the state, to be inspected within this state, 
by a competent person, before being slaugh¬ 
tered, or to prohibit the Introduction of 
meat prepared in foreign markets, for sale 
here without such inspection. It seems to me 
if such unwholesome meat is to be introduced 
for consumption by our people, and through 
the use of which, disease and epidemic may 
result, the legislature would have as much 
power to prevent its introduction or qnarrnn- 
tlne it, as it would have to Interdict and quar- 
rantlne small-pox, yellow fever and other dan¬ 
gerous and contagious diseases.

Your sub-committee appointed to coir | 
aider the proposed location of Chelsea street* 
having made a personal examination of the 
premises and having given a proper hearing to j 
the claims of the various parties in interest, 1 
would respectfully report: 

That upon examination they found Chelsea 
street to he so intimately related to other 
streets in the neighborhood that to reach a pro¬ 
per conclusion it was necessary to take these 
also into consideration, having done so they 
make the following recommendations: 

First. That Be Soto street be opened from 
Filth avenue to Allequippa street.

That they went upon the premises and made 
a careful examination thereof, and heard the 
statements and evidence of all parties owning 
property adjacent to said street and alley, be¬ 
tween the parts named in the Ordinance, ami 
are satisfied that the vacation of Valley street 
as proposed “between the east side of Forty- 
first street to the west side of Forty-third 
street,” would not injuriously efiectany public 
interest, while the opening would entail an 
amount of damage that the limited use of the 
street would not seem to justify. 

The vacation of Banner alley from south 
building line of Messrs. Seaman, Sleeth Black 
tothe line of Allegheny Valley Bailroad would 
not seriously affect any public interest, and 
thee pening thereof would also entail payment 
for the ground taken which the probable limi¬ 
ted use of the alley would not justify. The va¬ 
cation of Banner alley from the southern buil - 
ing line of Seaman, Sleeth & Black to the north 
side of Willow' street would be injurious to the 
property owners abutting thereon, ancl the 
Board report against such vacation. This por¬ 
tion of the alley was dedicated tothe use of the 
lots abutting, but the remainder of the proposed 
alley Is in lee to the holders of the property 
that would abut thereon if it was opened. 

The same is true of the portion ol Valley street 
included in Ordinance. 

The location of this street and alley was made 
April 11th, 1886, and during this time of nearly 
a quarter of a century this valuable properly 
lias been held tn lee with a threatened “open¬ 
ing” depreciating its value, because of the no¬ 
tice given by the location of a street that at 
some time the corporation might exercise its 
right of eminent domain, and any building 
erected thereon would not be paid for in case 
such right was exercised. After all these years 
of menace, and consequent loss by depreciation 
of value because of its limited use, the action 
of Council’s vacating the street, will restore the 1 
lull uses ol the land to the owner. 

Such cases come frequently before the Board 
of Viewers and they lake the liberty of direct¬ 
ing the attention of Councils to the necessity of 
some legislation that would fix a limit to the 
time in w'hich individual owners of property 
can be made to carry such onerous burdens 
and compelled to pay taxes upon, and main¬ 
tain lands, of which they are denied the full 
use. and In frequent cases almost the only use, 
as in neighborhoods where land has become 
valuable, its sole value is created by its fitness I 
for building purposes.

Gentlemen : 

I beg leave to report, In compliance with 
a resolution of your Honorable Body directing 
this Department to investigate and report to 
you in reference to a hose house in the27th ward 
the same to be located on Mt. Oliver street, be¬ 
tween the incline and the city line, that with 
S. N. Evans, Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Fire, I visited the 27th ward on January 25th 
and looked the ground and situation over care¬ 
fully ; and, while there is a very large number 
Of trame houses as well as other dwelling and 
business places that are remote from prompt 
fire relief, yet as it is impossible to have a hose 
and fire company in every ward; I ihink the 
best interest of that section of the city would 
be subserved If a hose and engine house was 
located at a point near the intersection of 
Washington avenue and Brownsville avenue, 
in the 81st ward. The establishment of a de¬ 
partment there, with a light steamer, would, 
for the present, protect efficiently both wards 
and a very large amount of territory. 

I wish, also, to call your attention to the fact 
that there should at once, or as soon as the 
financial condition of the city will permit, be 
a hose and engine company located in the 32d 
ward, or near the line of the 35th ward, where 
there is a very urgent necessity for fire protec¬ 
tion, as the population is very much greater 
and more dense than that in trie wards herein¬ 
before Indicated. This house should be estab¬ 
lished first, unless your honors can see the way 
clear to establish both at the same time. 

There is certainly a very pressing necessity 
for better fire protection in the hill districts of 
the South Side wards.

JOINT SESSION. 

Mr. llagre arose and said 

“I am delegated to perform what is to 
me a very pleasant duty—in carrying out the 
directions of a resolution passed unanimously 
by both brandies of Councils and approved by 
the Mayor, voting a medal or decoration to 
Peter Snyder, of Engine Co. No. 1, for ventur¬ 
ing his own life to save that of another, at the 
time of the Willey disaster. The decoration 
has been prepared in accordance with the 
resolution. It is not the intrinsic worth of the 
i medal that gives its value, but the fact that it 
i s g i ven for bra very, for eoti rage of an e x traor- 
dinary order. This man, simply in the dis¬ 
charge of ids duty, risked his life to -save that 
; of a nttle messenger boy, whose name even he 
did not know. 1 do not apprehend that the 
I Councils of Pittsburgh mean to grant such 
. medals as t his, save for exceptional deserving. 

. They do not propose to make them common. 

I But it is proposed to give them for acts like 
this, when an officer of the city risks his own 
I life to save that of another. I know directly of 
! but one other Instance of similar heroism—the 
j case of two boys who were in swimming to 
! gether in the first pool of the Monongahela 

; river. One of them dived, and as minute by 

1 minute passed, he did not come up. He was 
j fast under the raft. The other, venturing ills 
own life for his friend, dived under the raft, 

| and, after a struggle, brought him back to air 
and to lire. I have a right to remember that, 
for I was the boy under the raft. Peter Snyder, 
a fireman in the performance of his duty, took 
his life in his hand when he went down in the 
hole among the ruins to the rescue of the mes¬ 
senger boy, and (stepping over to the fireman 
and pinning the decoration on his breast) in 
behalf of the City of Pittsburgh, I give yon this 
decoration, and place your name first on the 
roll of our Legion of Honor. 

! As Mr. Magee pinned the medal on Fireman 
Snyder the Councllmen commenced to aj>- 
plaud.and the lobby, which was crowded, took 
the signal,and made more noise than has been 
heard in the Council Chamber for years. Mr. 

1 II. I. Oourley responding for Mr. Snyder, said : 
i “In all ages the people ol every country and 
clime have crowned with honor heroic deeds 
and devotion to duty. It has been said that 
{ opportunity makes the man; but some on© has 
f- more truthfully said that opportunity proves 
the man. The French Revolution gave to the 
world Napoleon Bonaparte, and from that 
hour down through the ages his name will be 
linked in history with the greatness and glory 
of France. The struggles of Scotland for inde^ 

f iendcnce gave that land William Wallace and 
tobert Bruce, and, so long as history shall be 
1 read,the name of the one will he associated 
< with Stirling Bridge and that of the other with 
Bannockburn. As one of the leading figures 
in a mighty epoch of our own history, what 
: name will live longer than that of Abraham 

i Lincoln? So long as human hearts shall beat 
he will be remembered as the ktnd, the sym- 
' pathetic, the great-hearted, the heroic man. 

























In a more humble sphere, John Maynard, 
the pilot of Lake Erie, presents to the world 
an enduring example of heroism and devotion 
to duty. He beached the ship, he saved the 
lives of 1,000 people. He died that those in¬ 
trusted to Ills care and protection might live. 
And so with Peter Snyder, of Engine Company 
No, 1, He came with others to the rescue cf 
those burled under the wreck and the ruin 
that followed in the wake of the tempest. He 
risked his own life under the shadow ot the 


crumbling walls In order that he might rescue 
the wounded body of a little messenger boy. 
All honor to Peter Snyder. On his behalf I 
accept this beautiful medal.”

Whereas: Under the laws of the Common¬ 
wealth' of Pennsylvania, relating to the gov¬ 
ernment of the City of Pittsburgh, and enu¬ 
merating certain powers pertaining thereto, 
among other things the said city “shall haye 
power within its limits to prevent injury and 
annoyance from anything dangerous, offensive 
or unhealthy, and to cause any nuisance to be 
abated,” and, “to provide for the safety, pre¬ 
serve the health, promote the prosperity and 
improve the morals, order, comfort and con¬ 
venience of the corporation and the inhabit¬ 
ants thereof,” and to enact ordinances to carry 
into effect the same; and 
Whereas: It is essential, in order to carry 
out the powers so conferred, that proper rules 
and regulations shall be ordained and estab¬ 
lished by the Councils thereof, for the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety and the office of Inspec¬ 
tor of Plumbing, Gas Fitting and House Drain¬ 
age, created by and under the existing Ordin¬ 
ances of the city, therefore 
Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh , in Select and Common 
Gouncih assembled, and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same. That 
tne following rules and regulations lor the 
government of the office of Inspector of 
Plumbing, Gas Fitting and House Drainage, 
be, and the same are hereby adopted and en¬ 
acted.

said drawings, plans, specifications and des.

eriptions to be furnished by the architect, 
builder, or agent, where one is employed, oth¬ 
erwise, by the owner or reputed owner. All 
applications for a change in plan must be made 
in writing by the owner or reputed owner, 
architect, builder, or authorized agent. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of every person 
making or owning any drain, soil-pipe, pas¬ 
sage or connection between any sewer and any 
ground, building, erection or place of business, 
and in like manner the duty of the owner of 
all grounds, buildings and erections, and of all 
parties interested therein or thereat, to cause 
and require that such drain, soil-pipe, passage 
and connection, shall at all times be adequate 
for its purpose, and shall at all times allow 
freely to pass all that enters or should enter 
the same; and no change of the drainage, sew¬ 
erage, or the sewer connection of any other 
house shall be permitted unless notice thereof 
shall have been given to the Inspector, and 
assent thereto obtained in writing. 

Sec. 5. No drainage, sewerage, Plumbing or 
gas flitting shall covered or concealed in any 
way until after it has been examined and ap¬ 
proved by the Inspector. Notice must be sent 
to the Inspector when the work is sufficiently 
advanced for such inspection ; and It shall be 
the duty of said inspector within three days 
after said notice to inspect the same, and in 
case any change therein shall be found neces¬ 
sary he shall direct, In writing, the change to 
be made. 

Sec. 6 . The main drainage of every house or 
building shall be separately and Independently 
connected with the street sewer, where one Is 
provided; and where there is no sewer in the 
street, and it is necessary to construct a pri¬ 
vate sewer to connect with one on an adjacent 
street, such plans may be used as may be ap¬ 
proved by this Department; but in no case . 
shall a joint drain be laid in cellars parallel 
with street or alley. All house drains or soil- 
pipes laid beneath the cellar floor, shall be of 
extra heavy cast iron pipe, with leaded and 
caulked joints, or of wrought iron pipe with 
screw Joints, or of first class terra cotta pipe 
with joints of the best cement. All other 
drains, soil or waste pipes connected with 
main drain, or where main drain pipe is above 
the cellar floor, shall be of cast iron pipe, or of 
wrought iron pipe with screw joints, properly 
secured, and carried five feet outside of house 
walls; and all arrangements of soil or waste 
pipes shall be as direct as possible. All chan¬ 
ges in direction on horizontal pipes shall be 
made with *‘Y” branches; and where such 
pipes pass through anew foundation wall,-a 
relieving arch shall be built over It with a two 
inch clearing on either side of main pipe. 

All vent pipes in any building must be ex¬ 
tended above the roof of the main building. 

The diameter of any soil-pipe shall not be 
less than four inches. 

Sec. 7. All joints in iron drain pipes, soil 
and waste pipes, must be so filled with oakum 
and lead and hand caulked as to make them 
gas tight. All connections of lead with Iron 
pipes must be made with brass sleeve or fer¬ 
rule of the same size as the lead pipe, put in 
the hub of the branch of the iron pipe, and 
caulked with lead. The lead pipe must be at¬ 
tached to the ferrule by a wiped or overcast 
Joint. All connections of lead waste and vent 
pipes shall be made by means of wiped Joints, 
Sec. 8. Every water closet, urinal, sink, basin, 
wash tray, bath, and every tub or set of tubs 
and waste pipe must be separately and effec¬ 
tively trapped and ventilated. Traps must be 
placed as near the fixtures as practicable, and 


in no case shall the waste from the bath tub, or 
other fixtures be connected with a water-closet 
trap. 

There shall be no traps, caps.orcowls'on soil 
or waste pipes which shall interfere with the 
system of ventilation. 

Sec. 9. All soil, waste, anti-syphoning pipes 
and traps before being connected with fixtures 
shall have openings slopped and a suitable 
test applied for Inspection. 

Sec. 10. No cesspool for sewerage shall be 
constructed in any part of the city where a 
sewer is adjacent. 

Sec. 11. Every water-closet, or line of water- 
closets on the same floor, shall be supplied witli 
water from a special water-closet tank or cis¬ 
tern, (the water of which is not used for any 
other purpose), except where the supply of 
water is assured; and no steam exhaust or 
steam trom waste pipes shall be connected with 
• any house drain or soli pipe. 

No opening will be allowed in the sewer pipe 
of any building for the purpose of receiving 
the surface drainage of the cellar, unless special 
permission is granted. 

No brick, sheet metal, earthenware or chim¬ 
ney ftne shall be use as a sewer ventilator, or 
to ventilate any trap, drain, soil, or waste pipe. 

Sec. 12. In case of any dispute, or difference 
of opinion between the Inspector of Plumbing, 
Gas Kitting and House Drainage and any per¬ 
son, firm, or corporation, the same shall and 
may be submitted by either party to tlie Chief 
of the Department of Public Safety, who shall 
pass upon the same, and whose finding therein 
after hearing shall be final and conclusive up¬ 
on all parties. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty ol the said In¬ 
spector of Plumbing, Gas Fitting and House 
Drainage, to give his immediate attention, 
upon receiving any not ice as hereinbefore spec¬ 
ified. and within the time therein limited, 
to*wit, three days, and report thereon; and, in 
case said Inspector shall disapprove any of the 
plans, specifications, drawings. &c.. connected 
with the work to be none, he shall thereupon 
forthwith give notice in writing to any person 
Interested, settingffort h specifically his grounds

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Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person, or Ann, engaged in the trade, 
business, or occupation of retailing for his, her, 
or their benefit, vinous, fermented, or distilled 
liquors, ten mills on each dollar of said sales.

Upon the gross commission, or brokerage of 
all merchandise brokers, forwarding and com¬ 
mission merchants, Afteen mills upon each 
dollar of said commission or brokerage. 

Upon the average line of discounts of brokers, 
banks and banking institutions, one mill on 
each dollar. 


Upon the gross receipts of express companies, 
electric light, conduit, gas-fuel, telegraph and 
telephone companies, one mill on each dollar 
of said receipts. 


Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged 
in the bnslness of keeping pool tables, billiard 
tables, ten-pin alleys, bagatelle tables for pub¬ 
lic use, twenty mills upon each dollar of said 
receipts. 

That for the purpose of defraying the interest 
on bonds and for sinking funds and miscel- 
laleous purposes of the sub-school districts in 
the several wards of the City of Pittsburgh, 
t here shall be levied upon all property taxable 
for State or County purposes, upon each dol¬ 
lar of valuation in said several wards the tax 
rate affixed to each designated sub-school dis¬ 
trict named in the estimate of receipts of this 
ordinance, except the property in said wards 
designated rural, upon which the tax shall be 
assessed at two-thirds of said rate; and upon 
all property designated in said wards as agri¬ 
cultural the tax shall be assessed at one-half 
of said rate. 


Sec. 2. And, at the above rates, the Board 
of Assessors shall assess said taxes, and the 
City Treasurer shall have no power to divide 
any items of tax as reported by the Assessors.
